On the night of the 9/ 10th August, 1966, Constable Kasi- 
redch Gangaraju, was on patrol duty with another Police 
Constable when he noticed a man lurking under suspicious 
circumstances by the side of a bullock cart. When questioned, 
the man attempted to run away without giving any reply. 
Constable Gangaraju chased and caught him, Tne man 
suddenly whipped out a sharp edged weapon and hit the 
Constable on the left side of the head. In spite of a severe 
injury and though bleeding profusely, Constable Gangaraju 
did not let loosen his hold on the suspect. The man then 
grappled with Constable Gangaraju during which he bit him 
severely at several places. Constable Gangaraju still, did not 
release his grip and succeeded in arresting the suspect with 
the help of some villagers. 

Constable Kasireddi Gangaraju showed commendable 
courage, initiative and devotion to duty of a high order in 
apprehending his armed assailant.

On the 22nd June, 1965, a boy named Ashok Kumar of 
village Kishanpur, District Jammu, had gone to the river 
lawi to bathe. While the boy was wading m the river, he 
was caught by the swift current and carried into a whirlpool, 
where the river was about 14 feet deep. Constable Ali 
Mohammad Wani, who was at the river-side saw the plight 
of the boy and raised ail alarm on hearing which people 
rushed to the river. Meanwhile, unmindful of the grave risk 
to his life, Constable Ah Mohammad plunged into the river, 
approached the boy and tried to get him out of the whirl- 
pool. In his struggles, the boy clutched on to the Constable. 
Jn spite of his best efforts the constable could not free him- 
self with the result that both lie and the boy were entrapped 
in the whirlpool, dragged under water and perished. 

Constable Ali Mohammad Warn showed gallantry of a 
very high order and a deep sense of duty m attempting to 
save the life of the boy even at the cost of his own.

In the last week of November, 1965 information was re- 
ceived by the Commander of a post in NEFA that the 
Chinese were moving towards the Indian territory in large 
numbers. Accordingly on the 26th November, 1965 a patrol 
party headed by Constable Gajraj Singh was deputed to 
verify the information. When the patrol party reached a 
place at about 500 yards south of the border, a party of 
Chinese which had already infiltrated inside Indian territory 
suddenly opened fire. Constable Gajraj Singh, who was at 
that time giving signals to his comrades, was hit by a bullet 
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in his arm and he fell down. Although he was seriously 
wounded he opened fire at the Chinese, who tried to capture 
him. In spite of the repeated firing by the Chinese he held 
them at bay, and ultimately forced them to reircat. 

Thus Constable Gajraj Singh exhibited conspicuous gallan- 
try and devotion to duty of a very high order in utter dis- 
regard of his personal safety,

On the 23rd August, 1966, information 1 was received that 
the notorious gang of dacoits of Sunna and Surat was in 
village Jareh of District Morena, A Police party of six offi- 
cers and five local men was detailed to trap the gang. 
Themselves posing as a gang of dacoits who were on the 
run from the Police, the party went to village Jareh and 
sent word to Sunna and .Surat seeking help and asylum in 
their territory and asking them to come and meet them. 
This scene was enacted so realistically that Sunna and Surat 
agreed to meet the party on the morning of 25th August, 
1966. At the appointed time Sunna and Surat with .303 
rifles slung on their shoulders arrived at the rendezvous, Sub- 
Inspector Tiwan Singh Bhadoria who was dressed as a dacoit, 
met Sunna and led him to meet the leader of his gang (Sub- 
Inspector Jagdish Prasad Dube). When, however, Shri Dube 
bent forward to embrace Sunna, the dacoit became suspicious 
and immediately taking hold of his rifle, fired at Shri Dube. 
With great presence of mind, Shri Dube whisked aside the 
barrel of the gun and escaped certain death. Shri Dube then 
grappled with Sunna and engaged him in a fierce hand-to- 
hand fight until Shri Bhadoria shot at Sunna and killed him. 
In the meantime the other dacoit rushed towards Sub-Inspec- 
tor Bhadoria aiming his rifle at him, but Bhadoria drop- 
ped to the ground and catching Surat's legs pulled him down. 
The dacoits fired two shots in a desperate bid to get away 
but was shot dead by the other members of the party. 

Sub-Inspectors Jagdish Prasad Dube and Jiwan Singh 
Bhadoria, took considerable risks and risked their lives and 
safety beyond the call of duty to eliminate the two 
notorious dacoits.

On the night of 30/3 1st August, 1966, the Superintendent 
of Police, Shivpuri, carried out an operation against the gang 
of the notorious dacoits Pritam and Dulhaju, in Morai jungle 
of Shivpuri District. During this operation. Head Constable 
Abdul Gani was acting as a scout on the right-flank. When 
the scouts were at about 40 yards from the gang, they were 
fired upon and the very first shot hit Head Constable Abdul 
Gani. Undaunted by his injuries and in utter disregard of 
his personal safety, Head Constable Abdul Gani charged 


forward and lobbed a hand grenade into the midst of the 
dacoits. As a result of this one dacoit was killed and the 
dacoit leader Dulhaju was mortally wounded. The remaining 
dacoits ran away leaving behind three weapons, a huge pile 
of thoir belongings and the two villagers whom they had 
detained. 

Head Constable Abdul Gani exhibited gallantry, initiative 
and devotion to duty of a high order.

“2. Interest : (a) Before Maturity : The deposits will bear 
interest at 4 per cent per annum. Interest will be paid an- 
nually on the completion of each period of twelve calendar 


months from the date of deposit. If the deposit is withdrawn 
before maturity, no interest will be allowed for any lesser 
periods. 

(b) After Maturity : If repayment of the deposit is not 
claimed on its maturity, the depositor will be paid simple 
interest at the rate of 4b per cent per annum on his deposit 
for a maximum period of five years from the date of matu- 
iity.
